The British liner Olympic, of the 
White Star fleet, was given her clear- 
ance papers tonight for Southampton. 
To other ships intending to sail, how- 
ever, no permission to get under way 
has been given. Collector of the Port 
Malone wi!!! decide tomorrow morning 
on their right to depart after he has 
reviewed instructions received from 
Washington and compared them with 
the reports of his inspectors regarding , 
cargoes and passengers of the ships. 

May Hold Vaderiand. 

The Red Star liner Vaderland 
been placed at the call of the Belgian 
consul here for reservists and may be 
detained under Secretary Redfield’s 
ruling that ships must not be used for 
transporting reservists for a foreign j 
army or navy. Under the same ruling, 
it was said tonight, the Fabre liner 
Sant’ Anna, crowded with French re- 
servists, may not-be permitted to sail 
for Marseilles. 

The battleship Florida lies at the 
upper harbor entrance to guard 
against any vessels attempting to pass 

' without clearance papers. The Olym- 
pic will not be molested when she 
passes out. She is a British reserve 
ship, but apparently the customs au- 
thorities have decided she does not 
come under the ban against reservist- 
bearing craft. 

Several German vessels tonight lay 
at their Hoboken piers, apparently 
ready to sail. It was denied officially 
tonight that the German government 
had requisitioned any of these liners. 
The statement also was made that so 
far as is Known officially in German 
circles in Washington the North Ger- 
man-Lioyd liner Kronprinz Wilhelm, 
which sailed Monday night, did not go 
to supply fuel to German cruisers off 
the coast. Furthermore, it was stated 
if German, cruisers have been commu- 
nicating by wireless with this side of 
the Atlantic, such messages have not 
reached the German embassy in 
Washington. 

German Cruisers Reported. 

The continued presence of German 
é‘ruisers was reported by incoming 
Vessels tonight. The captain of the 
steamer Denbigh Hall, from Oran, Al- 
gmiers, said he heard code messages 
between German warships. Communi- 
cation with the cruisers from the wire- 
less station at Sayville, Long Island, 
has ceased since a United State ensign 
was placed in charge. The Cunard 
liner Lusitania, yesterday reported to 
have been purstied by German cruisers, 
sent word by wireless today that all 
was well with her. 

German reservists here apparently 
have despaired of getting back to the 
fatherland. Fifty-six thousand strand- 
ed in New York were notified today to 
return to their homes. Similar in- 
structions were given 190,000 Austrian 
and several hundred Dutch reservists. 
Messages received here today that the 
White Star liner Cedric, which put into 
Halifax yesterday to escape capture, 
had started for New York under con- 
voy of the British cruiser Essex, were 
erroneous. 

The Cedric will remain at Halifax 
for the present, officials said, and it 
was believed here tonight Great Britain 
would requisition her for carrying 
Canadian volunteers to England. 

Merchant Marine Foreshadowed. 

The early establishment of an Amer- 
ican merchant marine was foreshad- 
owed, according to shipping circles, by 
an order received here today by Collec- 
tor Malone from the assistant secretary 
of commerce, directing him to prepare 
an estimate of the number of ship 
officers available for service to foreign 
countries. 

Mail addressed to residénts in Ger- 
many and Austria will leave here to- 
morrow for the first time since the 
war began if customs officials allow 
the Italian liner Europa to sail. ABout 
four hundred sacks are consigned by 
way of Naples. The American liner St. 
Paul, which left port for Liverpool 
today, carried, besides her own mail, 
several thousand sacks, Which, once

In an address to the cotton growers 
pe ople of the cotton-growing 
states, made public tonight, the con- 
rressional committee, which volun- 
teered several days ago to seek meas- 
ures which would prevent serious con- 
sequences to the south because of the 
European war, declared 

“Our message to you is” stand firm. 
Sell cotton only as a last necessity.’ 

Members of the committee, headed by 
Senator Hoke Smith, of Georgia, after 
a careful Investigation of conditions 
up to the present time, gave it as their 
mature judgement that the least possi- 
ble cotton should be put upon the mar- 
ket during the next sixty days, assert- 
ine that the agencies of the federal 
government, both executive and legis- 
lative, were doing all possible to re- 
lieve the strain of the situation caused 
by the lack of transportation facili- 
ties and the danger of facing no market 
abroad. They called for unselfish co- 
operation among the farmers, mer- 
chants and bankers of the south for the 
common good and declared: 

‘Tt should be understood that we are 
not in the midst of a panic, nor is a 
financial panic possible under our new 
banking and currency law; and it is 
not necessary for us to throw our cot- 
ton upon the market at prices less 
than its real value.” 

Statement in Full. 


The statement of the congressional 
committee follows: 

“We recognize the fact that cotton 
is the money crop of the southern peo- 
ple, and any situation which vitally 
affects its value must ‘be felt by all 
lines of commercial and industrial ac- 
tivities. 

“While the condition of war in Eu- 
rope gives rise to a situation which is 
serious, we believe that it can be 
greatly overcome if all agencies, na- 
tional, state and local, promptly and 
vigorously respond to their respective 
duties. 

“Your president, the several execu- 
tive branches of the government and 
your senators and representatives, are 
exerting every effort to devise means 
by which the cotton crop may be mar- 
keted at a price warranted by a normal

London, August 7.—Persistent reports 
of animportantencounter between the 
German and British fleets maneuver- 
ing for strategic positions in the North 
sea kept the British public in a state 
of agitation throughout the forenoon. 
The excitement was not allayed until 
the first lord of the admiralty made the 
official announcement in parliament 
that stories of fighting and losses other 
than those of the British cruiser Am- 
phion and the German mine-layer 
Koenigin Luise, were unfounded. 

News from the German side was ex- 
tremely meager owing to the interrup- 
tion of direct telegraphic communica- 
tion, Denials came from Berlin by 
way of other countries of the “repulse” 
of the German forces before the Belgian 
city of Liege, where Belgian sources 
declare their attackers to have been 
badly checked with heavy losses. 

Movements of the great aggrega- 
tions of troops which must by this time 
have gathered at their springing-off 
points on the German frontiers facing 
both the Russian and the French ar- 
mies, are kept from public Knowledge. 
Military authorities here, however, are 
of opinion that preparations must be 
almost complete for a forward move 
which will give some indication of the 
plan of campaign to be followed. 

The French army authorities have 
also raised a heavy screen to hide the 
developments in their war moves, They 
seem entirely satisfied with the manner

“The agencies of the federal govern- 
ment, both executive and legislative, 
are doing all possible to relieve the 
strain of the _ situation.

We de- 
sire to impress emphatically the neces- 
sity for the most cordial and unselfish 
co-operation among farmers, merchants 
and bankers of the soutR, to the end 
that eve}y local effort, and é@-ery local 
agency, shall be brought into action in 
the interest of the common good. 

“We believe that conferences in the 
respective states and localities would 
be most helpful. They would furnish 
the machinery through which the prob- 
lem in all of its phases can be thor- 
oughly considered and dealt with un- 
der the peculiar environment of each 
state and community. Accurate in- 
formation as to warehousing facilities 
should be gathered for your local use, 
and furnished to your senators and 
representatives in congress at the 
earliest moment. 

“It is our mature judgment that the 
least possible amount of cotton should 
be put upon the market during the 
next sixty days, for it is our belief that 
the combined strength of the federal 
government and the state and local 
agencies, coupled with the inherent 
courage of the southern people, will 
make it possible for the cotton crop to 
be marketed without sacrifice.”

TO BE OR NOT T0 BE 
S PERMANY’S QUESTION 


Kaiser Declares He’ll Fight 
the Struggle Out Against 
World of Enemies. 


Berlin (via London), August ¢ 
proclamation by Emperor William ad- 
dressed to the German nation was pub- 
lished in the official gazette today. 
The text was as follows: 

“Since the foundation of the German 
empire it has been for forty-three 
years the object of the efforts of my-

Not Official, Says Mayor. 

Mayor Woodward says that the test 
will not be official. He says that until 
the New York Destructor company com- 
pletes the plant in accordance with the 
contract and specifications, he, as mayor, 
will not recognize that the company 
has a plant in Atlanta. Mayor Wood- 
ward denies that he agreed to a test 
of the plant, and says that the test isa 
Private enterprise of the Destructor 
company. 

Representatives of the company say 
that the plant has been complete for 
weeks, and that the only reason a test 
has not been made before this time is 
because Maylor Woodward ignored the 
several demands made by the company 
for an official test. The company con- 
tends that the plant is now complete 
and that it is capable of burning 250 
tons of garbage a day at a cost of 
not exceeding 25 cents a ton. The com- 
pany also cointends that the plant, as 
it now stands, ig in accordance with 
the plans and specifications prepared 
by the city, and it denies that the 
changes which have been made in the 
type of furnace and grates has any 
bearing on the future rights of the city 
to demand penalties if the plant does 
not operate in accordance with the 
guarantee. 

Mayor Woodward says the plant is 
not complete, and furthermore that it 
cannot burn garbage for twenty-five

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A RARE OPPORTUNITY. 
Big opportunities do not come often. 
The European war has brought a momen- 
tous one to the south’s cotton crop and the 
cotton industry of the United States.

than normally. Millions of its cotton mill 
operatives have put aside the loom for the 
Not only Europe itself,

rifle and bayonet. 
but the numerous other countries dependent 
upon her manufactured products—largely 
upon her output of cotton cloth—must have 


clothes as well as food. They must get 


them from those countries which will con- 
tinue to produce despite the war, the chief 
of which is the United States. 

The cotton mills of the United States 
have only to reach out now to grasp this 
opportunity of a century—to gather in the 
cotton goods trade of the world, which Eu- 
rope is laying down. For every spindle 
silenced in Europe, another should be added 


here. 
Our mills should take and manufacture 


“into goods the cotton crop of 1914, and send 
the finished product to Central and South 
America, to Asia, to Europe itself. Instead 
of buying ships to transport raw cotton to 
idle European milis, we should send our 
manufactured product and thus capture and 
hold the trade. 

Bishop W. A. Candler, in a communica- 
tion published in The Constitution today, 


strikes the keynote: 


Cotton mills in Europe will stand still 
for a season, but will continue to have 
to wear clothes. Americén mills, there- 
fore. .will have to run on double time 
to turn out larger volumes of products. 


There is the situation in a nutshell. The 
world must have the clothes; southern cot- 
ton and American mills, in view of present 
European emergencies, must supply them. 
The American producer can get and hold 
this splendid trade. 

Chairman A. Barton Hepburn, of the 
Chase National Bank of New York, sends 
the following pertinent telegram to House 
Leader Oscar Underwood, in Washington. 
Every word is as true as the gospel: 


The south is unnecessarily alarmed 
over the prospective reduction in and 
demand for and price of cotton in view 
of the general European war. Euro- 
pean manufacturers may not require the 
usual amount of cotton, but American 
manufacturers will require it all. 

It is inevitable that all over-sea trade 
of Germany will be at the mercy of any 
nation which first seeks it, and can best 
serve the former patrons of Germany. 
Of all nations the United States is in 
the best position to take and hold the 
trade. Merchants, manufacturers, bank- 
ers and statesmen should work together 
for that purpose. 

First liberalize our shipping laws. 
Germany supplied the coarse and cheaper 
cotton trade of Mexico and Central and 
South America, Africa, ASia and the 
Orient generally. 

There will be no embargo on the 
commerce of the Pacific. Our cotton 
should go abroad not as raw material, 
but as a finished product, and when the 
war of Europe is over, we should hold 
largely the trade that now is waiting 
to fall into our hands. 


Mr. Hepburn strikingly points the way 
both to the producer and the manufacturer 
of cotton. The cotton mills of the south, 
of the United States, can get the lost over- 
gea trade of Germany, and much of that of 
England, of France, of Austria, if they go 
after it NOW. 

The European war presents this crucial 
opportunity to the cotton producer of the 
south and the cotton manufacturer of the | 
United States. Financial world power is 
theirs if they will only reach out and take it. 


MRS. WOODROW WILSON. 


“Promise me, that if I go you will take 
care of my husband,” were the last words 
of the mistress of the white house, as she 
reposed this sacred trust in her physician 
and friend. 

They were words exquisitely character- 


istic of her spirit, so richly maternal that 
it reached tenderly, even beyond the do- 
mains of her home and brought light and 
new life to many a one unloved and without 
home. 

Tributes will be paid Mrs. Wilson by the 
press, expressing the grief of the heart of 
the nation, but from no state can go forth 
the same personal grief that Georgia feels 
—Georgia, the state that gave her birth— 
the state where she was reared and educat- 
ed and where her life’s romance began, and 
in the soil of which she will rest. 

The people of her state have looked on 
with loving interest as they have seen her 
complement so admirably the career of her 
husband—the president of the great uni- 
versity; then the governor of the great 
state, and now the head of the great nation. 
Hers was a responsibility trying and com- 
plex. It carried into every program of the 
nation’s public life. The responsibility of 
every position was not only ably filled, but 
brilliantly graced by Mrs. Wilson. As the 
presiding genius of the white house she 
eloquently proclaimed the highest type of 
American womanhood—a type which, hold- 
ing to the ideals and traditions which 
ennobled the women of her cavalier heritage, 
meets at the same time all the demands 
progress has made upon the woman of 
today. 

Mrs. Wilson loved the beautiful in hu- 
man life, in nature, in art. She responded to 
it wherever it was. She studied and read 
and gave of her talents as generously as 
she did of her humanity-loving spirit. She 
encouraged the young and the talented. She 
beautified everything she touched, and her 
last stroll in the white house gardens was 
to direct further the details of a landscape 
garden she had planned. She arranged, as 
long as her gentle hands could, the flowers 
that filled the vases and bowls, making the 
home-part of the white house. In every 
act of her every day life was illustrated 
that love of woman's first and essential 
duty—to the home. 

This was the inspiring spirit of her 
beautiful life full of grace and accomplish- 
ment, and which, passing, has left with the 
nation a stirring and blessed memory. 


A FALSE PROPHET. 


We reproduce herewith two interesting 
editorials from the state press—one from 
The Meldrim (Effingham county) Guidon, 
defending Washington county against the 
false position in which it has been placed 
by Congressman Hardwick, and the other 
from The Thomasville Times-Enterprise, ex- 
tolling the‘virtues of the new tax equaliza- 
tion law and criticising the Washington 
county incident as a reflection not only 
upon the administration of law in Georgia, 
but as a reflection upon every other county 
in the state. 

In the meantime Mr. Hardwick is prowl- 
ing up and down -he state, holding that his 
county is right in defying the law and in 
being the only one of 147 counties which 
shows a decrease of taxable valuations as 
the result of a defiance of a law passed to 
protect the honor, the good name and the 
credit of the state. 

Time and again The Constitution has 
shown that the rank and file of the good 
citizenry of Washington county will repudi- 
ate such a misrepresentation of their real 
attitude as soon as they have an opportunity 
to do so. Next year’s tax figures from that 
county will be an answer to the willful dis- 
regard of the county’s good name. The 
Constitution guarantees this in advance and 
we do so because we know and respect the 
fiber and the character of the sturdy man- 
hood of that county. 

There are no better people in the world 
than those in Washington county, and that 
they will not permit the county to be put 
in the attitude of isolation and indifference 
in which it has been placed by a political 
false prophet and his dupes is certain.

If the same refusal on the part of equalizers 
to act should prevail throughout the state, 
as for a time it did exist in Washington 
county, then the inevitable result would 
have been a decrease in the tax returns of 
the state and the bankruptcy of the state.

The tax return consolidation for Thomas 
county is ample proof of the efficacy of the 
new tax act, put into effect for the first time 
this year. The total increase is over two 
million dollars. There were also, according 
to the records of Tax Receiver Fred S. Nor- 
ton, thirteen thousand, nine hundred and 
twenty-nine acres of land on the tax books 
this year over and above that of last year. 
This land in Thomas county has not been 
bearing its proportionate share of the tax 
burden. The new law found it and there 
is more still that will be brought to light 
after the law is in operation a year or 80. 

The total increase on city property was 
approximately seven hundred and fifty thou- 
sand dollars; money, notes and accounts 
showed an increase of one hundred and 
seventy-five thousand and merchandise an 
increase of about the same amount. The 
total increase in land and bulldings was 
nine hundred and twenty-five thousand dol- 
lars. This is an unanswerable argument to 
the statement that the land was being made 
to bear the burden of the _ increase. In 
Thomas county it does not bear one-half of 
the increase, 

This law 
The tax rate 


is bound to prove a blessing. 
in many counties will drop in 
a short time, when the burden has been 
equably adjusted. Land that was paying on 
a valuation of four and five dollars, and held 
on the market for thirty and forty dollars, 
will pay its share. Money, notes, etc., will 
also be investigated and will pay its propor- 
tionate share. 

There was an attempt to bring this tax 
law into ‘the senatorial race by CongreSss- 
man Hardwick, who attacked it bitterly, at- 
tributing its unsatisfactory operation or 
what he termed it, with the light of preju- 
before him, to Governor Slaton, his 
opponent. Slaton had the nerve to stand 
up for it, and his attitude in Georgia will 
be upheld by an overwhelming majority of 
the tax-paying people today. Thomas coun- 
ty sees from the figures its value, and it will 
appreciate the wisdom of those who voted 
for its passage.

Many telegrams were received at the 
white house today from girlhood friends 
of Mrs. Wilson, expressing their sym- 
pathy any hoping that she might “be 
brought back home.” 

The services at the white house will 
be private, but will be attended by 
members of the cabinet, a few rela- 
tives and intimate friends, and by 
committees from the senate and house, 
the Rev. Sylvester Beach, of Prince- 
ton, N. J.. who married Mrs. Sayre and 
Mrs. W. G. McAdoo in the white house, 
probably will officiate, and it is possi- 
ble that the Rev. James H. Taylor, 
pastor of the Centfal Presbyterian 
Church of Washington, will assist. 

Cabinet Members to Attend. 

No formal selection was made today 
of the honorary pallbearers, but it 
Practically was decided they will in- 
clude members of the cabinet.

JAMES CRAIG WRITES 


OF MEETING HUERTA 


Panama Canal Engineer Gives 
Interesting Description of 
Mexico’s Stormy Petrel. 


James G. Craig, formerly of Atlanta, 
but now supervising architect of the 
Panama canal and the Panama rail- 
road, who is now en route back to the 
canal 
has written toafriend in.Atlanta that 
during a stop-over at the interesting 
IKnglish port of Kingston, Jamaica, in 


the West Indies, he met General Vic- } 


toriana Huerta, the ex-president of 
Mexico. 

Mr. Craig gives the following inter- 
esting personal glimpse of this grim 
Old world-figure in his letter: 

“General Huerta arrived at Kingston 
a few hours in advance of our ship, 
on board the German cruiser ‘Dresden.’ 
He is stopping at the Myrtle Bank ho- 
tel, which is located on a beautiful 
spot facing the bay, where the cool- 
Ing breeze blows continuously from 
the Caribbean sea. 

“The ex-president is a man of about 
60 years of age, stockily built, weigh- 
ing about 160 pounds. He is about 5 
feet 7 inches in height and a real In- 
dian. His hair is close cropped and 
slightly gray, and he is a little bald in 
front. The head is large and finely 
shaped, and sits well upon his some- 
what short neck. His face is very 
strong, with high cheekbones and a 
massive chin, supporting a very grim 
and determined mouth. His eyes are 
black and piercing, and he wears a pair 
of gold-rimmed spectacles. The nose 
is of the very pugnacious type. 

“His dress was very simple, being 
composed of a simple white cotton shirt, 
which was collarless; the pants were 
of some sort of coarse material, sup- 
ported by a pair of cheap blue sus- 
penders, and his shoes were of the 
ordinary black leather variety. 

“He walks very pigeon-toed, like all 
Indians. 

“Judging from his general appear- 
ance, he never left Mexico from any 
fear of the United States, but, in my 
opinion, from dread of being asesassi- 
nated. 

“He talks very Httle and has him- 
self well in hand. Nothing is known 
of his movements should he leave 
Kingston, but it is said he is well sup- 
plied with money, some saying as much 
as $12,000,000. 

“Heis a game-looking man and will 
no doubt be heard from again.”

Carranza and Carbajal Fail 
to Reach Agreement, and 
Rebels March on Panic-

Mexico City, August 7.—The day’s 


developments in the capital resulted 
in a triumph for the war party. All 
hope for peace between the federals 
and the constitutionalists now is ap- 
parently gone. The war party is in 
control and is being backed up by Pro- 
visional President Carbajal. Unless 
concessions are made General Carranza 
it seems, must fight his way into the 
capital and to power. 


Washington, August 7.—General Car- 
ranza and Provisional President Carba- 
jal have failed to agree on transferring 
power in Mexico and trouble is ex- 
pected in Mexico City, where the pop- 
ulation is reported panic. stricken. 
Costitutionalist forces are marching 
on the capital. 

This was the official explanation to- 
day of events in Mexico during the 
last twenty-four hours. The United 
States sent a strong protest to General 
Carranza, urging that he give the Car- 
bajal delegates an opportunity to be 
heard, but the envoys already had left 
Saltillo and are now on their way to 
Vera Cruz. . 

Official reports to the state depart- 
ment say General Carranza did not ac- 
cord the Carbajal delegates “even scant 
courtesy.” When the envoys presented 
what they termed six suggestions the 
Carranza representatives flatly § re- 
jected all and declared the conference 
at an end. The American government 
sent word it had every reason to be- 
lieve the suggestions wolud be com- 
pletely modified if the Carbajal] dele- 
gates were given an opportunity to 
talk them over, but discussion was de- 
nied. 

It was predicted the United States 
not only would keep its military forces 
at Vera Cruz indefinitely but would 
consider further the question of recog- 
nition and moral support from the con- 
stitutionalists when they did reach 
Mexico City. 


|FEDERALS THREATENED

Saltillo, Mexico, August 7.—Drasti 
measures under the famous statute of 
1863, known as the “law of Juarez,” 
have been ordered against the federals 
in case they do not lay down 
arms and, according to official 
nouncement, will be invoked 
Provisional President Carbaial and 
civilian officials unless Mexico City is 
surrendered to the constitutionalists.

BILLS PUT ON TABLE 


Action Taken by Senate Friday 
Afternoon——Pine Forest 
Bill Lost. 


The bill establishing a state highway 
commission, introduced by Senator S. 
M Turner, of the seventh district, was 
tabled yesterday afternoon in the sen- 
ate after a short debate. 

This bill provides for acommission to 
be composed of the chairman of the 
prison commission, the civil engimeers 
of the Georgia School of Technology and 
the University of Georgia, and the 
state geologist, which will have the 
power of appointing 4 state highway 
commissioner, who, in turn, shall ap- 
point three assistants. The money 
for the maintenance of this department 
is to be provided out of the funds of 
the automobile tax fund. 

The bill of Senator Sweat, protecting 
and encouraging the reproduction, 
growth and conservation of the pine 
forests of this state was lost yester- 
day by a vote of 19 to 7. Senator Sweat 
declares that the bill will be reconstid- 
ered and passed today. ; 

In executive session the committee on 
appropriations of the senate targa 
favorably the bill which has passed fhe 
house appropriating $15,000 in 1915\to 
the state board of entomology for the 
eradication of the boll weevil and the 
extermination of “black root.” The ap- 
propriation of $7,500 for the chemical 
needs of the state department of agri- 
culture was reported favorably. 

The bill providing $2,000 to the de- 
partment of agriculture for the culture 
of nitrate setting bacteria was reported 
adversely, without a hearing from the 
representatives of the agricultural de- 
partment.

Land ‘Title Bill Passes.

This bill, the lengthiest introduced 
during this session of the legislature 
and taking more than an hour to read, 
is modeled after the plan now in vogue 
in Canada and several European coun- 
tries. and was originally instituted by 
Sir Robert Torrens in Canada. The bill 
provides that the adoption of the sys- 
tem in the several counties of the state 
shall be optional.

FINANCIAL AFFAIRS WHEAT MADE JUMP. 
OVER THREE CENTS 


But on Denial of Rumor of 
British Victory Most of 
the Gain Was Lost—Corn 
and Oats Up. 


~ 


Chicago, August 7.—<After a_ serious 
decline, wheat today rebounded 3%, 
owing mainly to baseless rumors of 
an overwhelming British victory in the 
North sea. Closing prices were easy 
at &%& to 1% above last night. The 
other leading staples, too, all showed 
net gains—corn 1% to 1%; oats 1 to 
1%@1%, and provisions 15 to 56. 

Official denials made in parliament 
that any decisive naval fighting had 
taken place exercised a calming influ- 
ence on wheat during the last hour 
of the session. Winnipeg advices re- 
ceived careful scrutiny, as prices are 
the highest this side of the Atlantic, 
with all materially above $1 a bushel. 
One dispatch said the British govern- 
ment was preparing to move 1,000,000 
bushels of wheat immediately, more to 
follow quickly. The United States g0\= 
ernment crop report turned out ac- 
cording to predictions, an increase in 
winter wheat offsetting the losses in 
spring. 

Corn ruled strong and new crop fu- 
tures reached the highest prices of the 
Relief that government esti- 
mates would prove unusually bullish 
were more than-.confirmed. Oats ad- 
vanced. 

It was asserted the English govern- 
ment would be likely to require oats 
freely from this country, and that the 

supply was insufficient. 

Provisions continued to climb. Ex- 
ceptional advances were reported at 
Liverpool, and domestic receipts of 
were dwindling. Speculative 
transactions in pork, lard and ribs 
at times impossible, the 
entirely bare of offers.
